A WELL-TAKEN hat-trick by utility man Vince Faulkner 
gave Wycombe an easy victory over Athenian League Divi- 
sion One leaders, Chesham United, at the Meadow in their

As the game progressed it 
scemed likely that goals would be 
scored from defensive — errors 
rather than progressive build ups. 
Wanderers proved that illusion 
wrong with some excellent at- 
tacking, especially on the wings. 


Charlie Gale made up for his 
poor game against Clapton and 
looked the best “back” on the 
field. Geoff Anthony and Keith 
Searle both had difficult chances 
before Barry Baker came the 
nearest*to opening Wanderers’ ac- 
count with a 25 yard pile-driver 
which deputy . ‘keeper "Peter 
Ludlow brilliantly saved, tipping 
it away for a corner. 


After 47 minutes, Keith Blunt 
put in a shot which was kicked 
away for a corer. Keith 
Samuels took the kick | and 
Vince Faulkner was at the near 
post to back head the ball past 
Ludlow. 


One minute later Vince got his 
second when Seanrle’s shot was 
deflected into his path for him to 
touch home, despite Ludlow get- 
ting his finger tips to it. 


The nearest Chesham got to 
scoring was at the end of the first 
half when’ Kevin O'Brien, 
Chesham ‘keeper last year, came 
out to block a Johnny Willis shot. 
The ball rebounded out to Lou 
Temel (a recent signee for 
Chosham from Wanderers) who 
intelligently put in a iofted 25 yard 
shot. O’Brien managed to scram-

After his 
third goal Vince moved back to 
centre-half when Delaney was 
replaced by Johnny Bucke. 


For the remainder of the game 
Wycombe proceeded. to teach 
Chesham the art of accurate pass- 
ing and, although they slackened 
off towards the ond, they. were 
never really troubled throughout 
the game.
